"Upon a calculation by me made 


with some care, I have found that 
the thousands of hard working peo 
pie of this city who live very poorly 
on their small earnings could, for 
still less money, live very well

I will tell you just what I would do 
if I were placed in the position of 
one of those people as tho head uf H 
family. 
I would stint mymlf a little 


for • week aa to meat and potutoe?, 
and da the next Saturday night, 
when I got my pay, I would tuke 
home a half bushel of bonus, costing 
about |l 2<~>. 
With the help «f the 


beaua I could easily ucouoim/j) on 
potatoes and meat for anothur w«nk, 
and tlion I would tako homo a half 
bushel of peas, costing about $1.75. 
Having done this, I would already be 
on the road to true economy, and 
they do say that economy is wealth 
At tbe end of the third week I 
shonld expect to be able to take home 
a half bushel of rice and two dozttn 
cans of tomatoes 
The next present 


that I would make,my family might 
be a quantity of oatmeal snm'cient to 
breakfast them every morning for a 
month or so, costing from $1.50 to 
to $2. After this the road would be 
easy. I would always have in my 
house provisions enough to carry me 
through a month's sickness if such 
a misfortune shonld overtake me; 
and now, being so well supplied, I 
could afford to indulge occasionally 
in luxuries. I could buy a barrel of 
potatoes or a qnarter of beef at a 
time. At the same time I shonld ex 
pect to find my family healthier and 
wealthier at the end of the first 
month than they had ever been be- 
fore. Of course I would not make 
my large purchases at the little cor- 
ner grocery store where I had been 
in the habit of buying, but at some 
large house where they sell at whole- 
sale and retail. By purchasing large 
instead of small quantities, I would 
save about 25 per cent, but in select- 
ing the most nutritious foods, instead 
of throwing away all my substance 
on beefsteak and potatoes, I should 
save at least 25 pejr cent more."

M. E. oaurcb to be Opened Sunday. 


This forenoon, 'in company with the 


highly pleased pastor, Rev. J. P. Dimmitt, 
a BxpCBLicAir reporter inspected the 
work of improvement' that has been in 
progress at the First M. E. church 'during 
the past i wo months under the personal 
direction of Bro,.John Imboden, chair- 
man ot the board of trustees." The church, 
which is the largest edifice in Decatur, 
having a comfortable seating capacity for 
nearly MO.people,, has 'been thoroughly 
repainted, repaired,, redecorated, and re- 
furnished, at an expense of about 82,500, 
and will be thrown open for public wor- 
ship next Sunday. The painting of the 
spires and wood work inside and oat, And 
also the handsome frescoing of the walls, 
was done by M. A. Myer & Son, who have 
displayed excellent taste in their skillful 
and somewhat difficult work. The plas- 
ter of the arched ceiling was removed, 
and replaced witb thoroughly seasoned 
southern white pine •which has been nice- 
ly finished with varnish. • This work wa» 
done by Mr. P. W. Williams, who built a 
towering scaffolding to reach the ceiling. 
Six patent ventilators have been put in 
the oeiling of the ohnnfti, three on each 
aide of the edifice, to carry out bad air, 
and. thus'keep theplace'of worship cool 
and comfortable even in the warmest 
weather. These ventilators were put in 
at the suggestion of Mr. Imboden. They 
connect with the root ventilators, and can 
be easily and silently operated by means 
of cords. By lifting one of the covers the 
suction is so great that •» newspaper 
placed 10 feet below can be drawn up to 
the ceiling. The large organ has been 
moved back 20 inches further from the 
choir railing, and the. large instrument 
las been re-tuned by Mr. J. T. Barber, of 
the Moline Organ Co., so that it is now in' 
splendid condition. The stained glass 
windows have been, retouched and re- 
wired and put in proper trim. 


THE CARPETS.

The pulpit rostrum, the study and the 


audience room floors have been covered 
with very handsome and serviceable car- 
rots, embracing nearly 700-yards, and the 
work has been well done by Abel & 
Locke, who were awarded the contract.' 
i'be pulpit carpet is rich velvet of crim- 
son, two shades of [olive, blue and brown, 
>eiug a little brighter than the rostrum 
furniture of crimson plush. The audi- 
mce room floor is covered with an extra-1 
super Lowell carpet, combining olive, 
ecru, crimson and brown colors, very 
appropriate for a church, and the same 
carpet is used iu the pastor's study. , 


The main aisles of the audience room 


will be covered with heavy linen to pro- 
tect the carpet, and the pews are supplied 
with 
heavy 
cushions. 
The church 


throughout was never in a better or more 
comfortable condition than it is to-day, 
and those who attend the services on the 
opening day—next Sunday—will agree 
with us that the Methodists, (and there 
are 880 members of the congregation), 
luve done well iu spending $2500 su' 
ndiciously. 
The lecture room is also nicely fitted 


up, and the vestibule and hall floors and 
steps are covered with serviceable cocoa 
matting. 


Churcn Dedication. 


On Sunday next the new African Meth- 


odist church, on Cemetery street, will be 
ormerly dedicated by the eminent Bishop 
Way man, who will arrive here to-morrow. 
The church, which is a handsome edifice,! 
with a roomy basement and large audi- 
ence room, is furnished throughout, and 
is a credit to the city. The dedicatory 
services will take place at three o'clock 
on Sunday afternoon. The membership, 
which embraces 75 of our well-known 
citizens, invites the public generally to 
attend the services and hear the Bishop. 
The meeting at night will be held at the 
tabernacle, as the trustees have been 
unable to have gas connections with this 
church in time. There is a debt of about 
$1200 on the church. 


The l.ate Mrs A. H. Locke. 


On yesterday the remains, of Mrs. Mat- 


tie Locke arrived on the 3:45 p. m. train 
in charge of her husband, Mr. A. H. 
Locke, Mrs. J. 11. Locke and Louis Abel. 
On May 20, 1883 they left Decatur tor 
Dakota, hoping that a change of air 
might be beneficial to her health. At 
first she seemed to gain a little strength, 
but soon symptoms appeared ot an alarm- 
ing character and she went down rapidly 
under the disease, which was consump- 
tion, though her death was hastened by 
paralysis of the brain.

About Revenue Bank Stamps 


Decotnr parties who have occasion to 


draw money from banks will be apprised 
of the repealing law, which is thus re- 
'erred to by the Legal Adviser: "The 
recent law passed by Congress repealing 
the stamp tax on bank checks, drafts, or- 
ders and vouchers, and the tax on match- 
es, perfumery and medicinal preparations 
goes into effect under the statute on the 
1st ot July; but aa that date is Sunday, 
;he provision will become practically op- 
erative Saturday, .Tune 30. Under the 
.aw all check and general proprietary 
stamps will tie redeemed at their face 
value, less 5 per cent, and private die 
proprietary stamps at their face value less 
5 or 10 per cent, each, according to the 
rate of commission allowed on their pur- 
chnse. The law was passed at the same 
tune that the tax npon whisky and tobac- 
co was modified, and was the outgrowth 
ot a recognition that the government al- 
ready had more revenue than it knew 
what to do with, and desired to abate 
taxes in certain cases in view thereof.

various banks will be able to secure 
check-books containing one thousand 
checks for $4, instead of $24. Heretofore 
the banks have charged 2 cents tor each 
stamp, the price which they have had to 
pay the government as revenue, besides

will be sold at the cost ot the checks 
alone."

THE new road law passed by the- 


Illinois legislature requires the com- 
missioners of highways, instead.of 
wasting money each year in tempo- 
rary work, to construct permanent 
roads as fast as means will permit; it 
provides that the work shall be,done 
in accordance with the best known 
methods of road-making and let by 
contract; it prevents as far as possi- 
ble the seeding of weeds and thistles 
and provides for the draining of 
roads with tile, and for entering ad-, 
jacent lands and carrying drains 
through them, and also for contract- 
ing with the owners to drain into it. 
All road taxes, including poll taxes, 
must be paid in money, and a levy 
of 60 cents on the $100 is permitted, 
which may be increased to $1 on the 
$100 if required. The supervisor of 
the township is made ex-officio trea- 
surer of the commissioners and the 
town clerk their clerk. As a whole, 
it is good as far as it goes, but is not 
imperative enough in its demands to 
be very generally tested. There is
